The parishioners of Notre Dame dc 


Lourdes and thosa of St. Joseph's will 
bo grieved to learn of the death of 
Rev. Joseph A. Magnan, O.M.I., assist- 
ant pastor of the former parish anil 
formerly of St. Joseph's parish, which 
occurred this morning at Notre Dame 
do Lourdes' rectory after a long ill- 
ness. 


Deceased had been ill for a number 


of years, but until recently he was 
ablo to attend to his duties. 


Rev. Joseph A. Magnan, O.M.I., was 


lorn' at Berthiervllle, Que., 
in 1858 


and accordingly was 58 years of age. 
In 1881 he entered the 
Oblate novi- 


tiate at Lachine. Que., and in 1S83 he 
made his perpetual vows in the Oblate 
order at Ottawa, 
where he was or- 


dained by the late Bishop Duhamel in 
1SS6. 
Shortly after 
his ordination, 


the young clergyman was sent to the 
missions in Manitoba, 
where he re- 


mained 22 years. 
During his sojourn 


[n western Canada, Fr. Magnan mas- 
tered several Indian dialects. 
In 190S, 


tie was taken iil with bronchial and 
throat troubles and he came to Low- 
ell to rest and 
recuperate. 
At that 


time the late Rev. Joseph Campeau, 
O.M.I., was pastor of St. Joseph's and 
tho parish was In need 
of 
another 


priest with the result that Fr. Mag- 
nan remained in the parish. 


A few months later he was trans- 


ferred to the St. Marie's orphanage In 
Manchester as chaplain and he re- 
mained there three months. 
He came 


back to Lowell and In December. 1909, 
ho was transferred to Notre Dame de 
Lourdes'parish as assistant pastor to 
Rev. Fr. Lamothe, O.M.I. On Oct. 4, 
1911, he was sent to Flattsburgj N. 
Y., where he took up the position of 
burser.

lution of the Abeyona river. 
We find that a new plant has bee 
constructed for 
the manufacture 
sulphuric acid. This plant has not ye 
been accepted by the company and is 
under a two weeks' test for its effi- 
ciency by the expert 
of the Avery 
Chemical Co. ,The end of 
his 
two 
weeks' test will ba Thursday night, 
June 22. IE the plant cannot be prop- 
erly balanced In that Lime, 
so that 
sulphur fumes will hot be thrown off, 
his plan is to condemn the construc- 
tion and not accept It. He is now un- 
der the impression that by that time 
the plant will be working 
satisfac- 
torily, but is not willing to make a 
definite statement to that effect until 
his two weeks' time limit is up. 
Their process of 
manufacture Is 
what is known at the "chamber pro- 
cess." The principle of this is to mix 
sulphur fumes -with steam and nitro- 
gen trioxide in a leaden chamber. If 
there is sufficient nitrogen 
trioxide 
present the sulphur fumes are so con- 
verted that they mix with the steam, 
and fall to the bottom of the tank as 
more or less impure sulphuric acid. 
When there is not sufficient amount 
of nitrogen trioxide present, the sul- 
phur 
fumes

If the plant is properly constructed 
and working right there will not be 
enough sulphur 
fumes escape to do 
any harm. 
If there is an excess of 
nitrogen fumes they will be seen coin- 
ing out of the ventilator stack, giving 
a brownish-yellow color. 
If there Is 
not sufficient nitrogen to be in a little 
excess, nothing will be seen coming 
out of tbe stack, as the sulphur fumes 
are colorless. 
It is claimed that the process once 
properly balanced and in working or 
der will go on night and day without 
giving any trouble until such time as 
the plant has to be repaired from the 
natural wear and tear, and a time can 
be selected for such r.epairs when, by- 
reason of cold weather or other con- 
ditions, the escape 
of some surplur 
fumes would do no harm. 
More damage has 
evidently been 
done this time than would have been 
necessary had Mr. Claflin 
been 
in 
formed that the addition of nitrate 
acid in the tower 
would have 
pre- 
vented the escape of sulphur, 
Those who have received 
damage 
are amply protected by the slate 
for what they have already suffered 
It has been the experience of both 
Mr. Wright and Mr. Lythgoe in visit 
ing other plants that no such damngi 
to vegetation from escaping gases I- 
occurring in their vicinity.

If 
there Is sufficient nitrogen trioxide 
present the sulphur fumes are so con- 
verted that they mix with the steam, 
and fall to the bottom of the tank as 
more or less impure sulphuric acid. 
When there is not sufficient amount 
of nitrogen trioxide present, the sul-

works- 
If tho plant Is properly constructed 
and working right there will not be 
enough sulphur 
fumes escape to do 
any harm. 
If there Is an excess of 
nitrogen fumes they will be seen com- 
ing out of the ventilator stack, giving 
a brownish-yellow color. If there is 
not .sufficient nitrogen to be in a little 
excess, nothing will be seen coming 
out of the stack, as the sulphur fumes 
are colorless. 
It is claimed that the process once 
properly balanced and in working or- 
der will go on night and day without 
giving any trouble until such time as 
the plant has to be repaired from the 
natural wear and tear, and a time can 
bo selected for such repairs when, by 
reason of cold weather or other con- 
ditions, the escape 
of some, surplur 


fumes would do no harm.

Dear sir—Permit me to make the 
following report of investigations at I 
the A very Chemical Co. yesterday: 
As you know, I was accompanied by 
Mr. Lythgoe, 
our chemistry expert, 
and Mr. Wright from the engineering 
department, who 
has done consider- 
able investigating 
at : the American 
Chemical Co. in connection with pol- 
lution of the Abeyona river. 
We find that a new plant has been 
constructed for 
the manufacture 
of 
sulphuric acid. This plant has not yet 
been accepted by the company and Is 
under a two weeks' test.-for its effi- 
ciency by the expert 
of the Avery 
Chemical Co. The end of 
his 
two 
weeks' test will be Thursday night, 
June 22. If the plant cannot be prop- 
erly balanced in that time, 
so that 
sulphur fumes will not be thrown off, 
his plan is to condemn the construc- 
tion and not accept it. He is now un- 
der the impression that by that time 
tbe plant will be working 
satisfac- 
torily, but is not. willing to make 
definite statement to that effect until 
his two weeks' time limit is up. 
Their process of 
manufacture 
is 
what is known at the "chamber pro- 
cess." The principle of this is to mix 
sulphur fumes with steam and nitro- 
gen trioxide in a leaden chamber. If 
there is sufficient nitrogen 
trioxide 
present the sulphur fumes are so con- 
verted that they mix with the steam, 
and fall to the bottom of the tank as 
more or less impure sulphuric acid.
